Bosron, Jan. 1, 1870,

Great is Boston—great is the ‘‘Hub!” Great
are the men—graat are the women; great is
everything that belongs to cither, Quick,
close, and calenlating are all yon meet. Men
mumble additions and divisions while they
pass you on the streot. If you ask ome of
them a guestion, he appears to eonsider well
the profits likely to arise from the brief ac-
guaintanceship before he answers, 1f the in-
dications for trade or profit are good, he
answers you, perhaps, fully and satisfactorily,
or by asking you n question in retnrn; if the
indications are poor, your answer is equally
g0, and the brief ‘‘yes” or “‘no" is given as
though the breath expended in giving expres.
gion to the sound was worth so muoch in
rondy cash. The women, too, are full of
business of one kind or another, and as you
ride in the street oars they do their figuring,
nfing their eabna for the desk. Faw of
them are handsome, but they are smart; or at
least I am ro informed, and they cortainly
have mno hesitation about nsserting their
“rights” whenever oceasion requires or op-
porfunily offers, And they have such
odd fashions, too. Boston always did claim
originality of a superlative order, and just
now no one would certainly dave to question
the claim—in fashions at least. With the
weather mild and pleasant, yon moet the
Indies done up with enormous ‘‘comforters”
or soarfs, or red or white worsted, stretched
over the head and ears, and then wound twice
or thrice abouf the neock, while the most un-
graceful and unsightly tassels hang stream-
ing down the back. The fact that it is
January gives us to understand that it sl »uld
be cold, nnd the Boston ladies insist on im.
pressing us with the idea that it ds cold,
although the thermometer is far above the
freczing point. And their hair! Why, most of
them appear to have cschewad the ‘‘switch”
and ‘“braid” entirely, and do up their tresses
romewbat after the style of their grand-
mothers, Combe of magnificent proportions,
and growing larger each day, are coming into
play, and after one has been acoustomed to
seeing the hanging massos which cling to the
heads of onr Philadelphia belles, the combs
look odd enough. But that's Boston, and
they wonldn't be without these little idiosyn-
cracies—no, not for the world. It's a species
of “‘sunrtness,” and gives independence to
ihe looks of things, if nothing more. But I
must do them the justice to say that they are
industrions and frugal. Go where you will
among the dwelling-houses of the city, and at
every window will ba seen the hand engaged
in the everlasting stitch, stitch, stitoh.

The “Hab,”if justly celebrated for ome
thing more than another, that one thing is
ilts miserable, ill.shaped, and decidedly
crooked streets. The new portions of the
oity are well, nay, besutifully laid out, and
strong efforts have been made to straighten
some of the erooked avenues of the older
part of the city; but, oh misery! the stranger
who undertakes to find his way aboul, alone
and unaided, must needs be supplied with
ample quantities of that most excellent com-
modity called patience, mixed with no small
portion of perseverance. But they gp ahead
with the straightening process, however, and if
the world stands long enough I haven't the
slightest doubt but that the strects of Boston
will some day assume respectable proportions,
and be as near straight as the peculiar char.
acteristics of the people will permit. When
this day doea come, believe me that there
will be poople here who will mourn over the
passing away of the *“‘mazy labyrinths" with
the game grief that they would part with the
cradle of liberty. Why, I verily believe that
a majority of the people are prond of their
crooked streets simply becanse they are
crooked, and therefore ecan bhe claimed ns
soraéthing original. BSpeaking of the ‘‘eradle
of liberty"” reminds me of the fact thnt
Faneuil Hall is no longer Faneunil Hull, but
“Fun’l Hall.” That's purely original, with-
out doubt.

Boston, up to this time, bas had but three
or four days of sleighing, which is an item
worth noticing, and one which can seldom be
mentioned so late in the season. Of course
Brighton is neglected, and horseflesh is spared
accordingly. 'The same rsin storms that
have visited the Sonth and West have also
been here, and the roads used for showing
off the metal of the stock are perfect muck.
Yeslerday we fook a stroll up south on the
Neck, and around the regions heretofore
conlled the Back Bay. These localities are
most beaulifully laid out, and some of the
fineat buildings in the country are in ocourse
of erection or receiving the finishing touches,

As we havo always been led to balieve that
the Busker Hill Monument marked the spob
upen which the battle of thiat name had been
fought, I was considerably astonishad, not to
say pained, on learning from those who are
native and to the manor born, and who onght
to know all sbout it, that the battle wasn't
fonght on this Mdll at all, but was fonght on
an adjoining eminenoce, about a qaarter of a
mwile distant. This piece of information
speaks bad for the *“‘Hub,” for I have a dis-
tinot recollection that the histories and geo-
grauphies which are used in Philadelphia pub.
lie schools, and which emanated from New
England sources, did tell us most clearly,
when mentioning the wonument, that the
batile was fought on this ground. Of course
thone who visit the spot, and read the inserip-
tions on the monument, will learn that the
shaft marks #he spot where Warren fell, but
that don't alter the case in the slightest, for
every sohoolboy belioves, and would no doubt
be willing to be qualified, thut the monument
marked the identical spot unpon which our
fervefuthers ““fonght” the great ‘‘At" which
culminated in the Declaration of Indepen.

dence, and eventually made thee great
Awerican nation. In this connection
it mavy mnot ha improper for me to

slate that the wopument, s well as the |

grounde npon which it slands, was originally
the property of Hi. John's Lodge of Masons,
of which lodge General Warren is said to
have been Master at the time of his death.
This lodge took the initintory steps towards
erecling the monument, but the great anti-
Masonio movement, which agitated the conn-
try kome thirty years ago, burned se furionsly
in this section of the country at the time,
that the Masons gave up the project as a
hody, and succeeded in their most commen-
dable determination by handing the whole
sffuir into the hands of the Bunker Hill
Monnment Associntion, under whose superin-
lonc’llm shaft was reared. I mention this
fact beeanse it is not generally known, and
make a correction in the histories and geogra-
phies aforesnid.

And il is just as likely
to go one way as the other, since we
know nothing as to the future plans of Mr.
Boutwell. He is master of the market, and
can run it up or down at pleasure, He leaves
us no chance to exercise our own judgment,
He haa refused 22 and may do it again, or he
may throw a couple of millions upon the
market and mn it down to 10 or 15,
Which he will do we know not, and henece we
stand inactive and powerless, Give us a cer-
tainfy, whether the highor or lower we care
not, but give us a certainty, that we m
sue our business with some degree of
dence!” Buch is the ery in Boston
York.
